.iloni; iina!.;iiifd tliat Stolboj' wns .1 
myth, and mippuscd had piiRscd it Kuif* 
bpforo, ami two wcok:i huforo his dentli 
ho said in his nolo book: "Quite he- 
lievo wo nro uii tlio l«!and of Titiiry ;iiid 
twonly-tivo iniloM from Kiiiiiak .'-^urka." 
Ho was howiliKii't'iI by tho inazo of rivers 
llowii);,' ami iiilortningliny on tho Dolta 
proper, ami iu lii^ own weak Londitioii ho 
put tho (liBtaiiccs acconiolislitjd longer 
than they ronlly were. Wlion ho rionchold 
rha bluff on which woro tho dnctnr and 
Ah Sam, and undor tho sholtor which 
was a litllo way oil' nicjst of tho otiiors ex- 
liired, then lio vnusit liavr st-on I'U'arly 
that ho h.ad mi.HCidciilaicd, and that hq 
wa3 at lea.st one hundred miU s from tho 
Kuuiak-Snrloi, which a low days bofovo 
lio had reckoned only t«eiity fivo miles 
away.

Fato Kocnu'd ..Mgaiiiat liiin. Had lio 
landed thirty mill^s farther west he ivoidd

He also 
Iiasscd by within twoiily vcrfl.H fif a hut 
where luenty ndndiM)!' carcasses were 
hanging for tho winter fnml. He had nii- 
fortiinafrdy no shot-^»un. froni its having 
l>eon left by His ptdcrw on thodqo \Yhen 
the Jeannctto went down, '.and thongh 
doer were rare, thoro'. \va.s no lack of ptar- 
migan. Do Loni^ is constantly recordirij;' 
horn ''numerous ptarmigan tracks,' biit 
for their eapturt^ Alo'<:is had only a rilio, 
and though a good shot only sueooeded 
in obtaining vory few. " On tho day 
Noros and Nindorraan wero sent aw.ay liy 
De Long a large llock of 200 ptarmigan- 
NOttled within .a (juarter of a mile of tho 
party, but n^ne wei'o alad. AVith a sm- 
i^lo sliot-giiii in .Vlexis's hands all might 
havo been .savcil. The .season wa.s too 
lato for deor. A .strange incident, also 
came to my knowledge at Gemovialok. 
Itsocms that some Tonguso natives, trav- 
elling from tho nnrth to nikofl", saw the 
foot prints of the party two days old and 
picked up. the liennnglon wlii<-li De 
Long had left in a hut half way from the 
landing iilaco to the blull". 'I'he natives 
were frigiitened, and thought that thi> 
footprints were those of smugglers or rol)- 
Ikts, and \olt tho ground without follo\\'- 
ing. On arriving at Ocmovinlok they 
heard of the pvesi-}ico of the Melville 
party of three and the loss of tho cap- 
tain s party, and they, foariiig to be pun- 
ished for not fidlouing the footsteps, 
kept their infiivmation to themselven for 
rionie weeks until too late.

PoLoiig made mistakes in endeavoring 
to secure the safety of hi.) own private 
logs, which Wire bulky, as well as the sci- 
entific inatninicnts and other impediments 
— a heavy burden for the men. Theue 
could have been left at the cache near ihf 
place whore they landed; hut tiiey had to 
b(! borne by the men through .'dl lhe<lnys 
of their weary march. These things 
filled one entire dog sled when found near 
the bluft'. .-Vfter Neros and N'iiiflcrman 
left tho party did not m.-dte more than IH 
miles fnan <")etober 0th to tho .30th. Do- 
J.,ong's last effort was to carry tiis logs 
and charts e.p fn-m the plaer under the 
blufl, wlu-ri' .Mr. CV llius and uthers died, 
and wliert! they would have been carried 
away by tlio .spring floods, to tJio lop of 
tho bhilT, where the doctor ami Ah Sam 
}>flrished. But he only snreeedod iu carry- 
ing the cliarl rase up. lOvcn before Neros 
and Nindennan left Del.oiig was very 
weak. He used to walk ten minutes 
and then lie down to rest, saying to the 
nion: "Don't mind ine; go m as far as 
vou can. I will follow." During his 
wanderings on tho dcilla Deliong built a 
largo bonfire .as high as thirty feet every 
night, the last one being .1, few hundred 
yards frum the blufT where they all por- 
ishod, ])\ tlio liopo of attracting the at- 
tention of iiarties who, lie kept snyiiiL;, 
would ccrLiiiily bo out liroking for him. 
.Hut tho tires blaxed in vain. Tliero-w:ti 
not a human being at tlio time of their 
death within a hundred njilj3a, «iiIelYi)jfi.V 
jiarty at fioinovialck werdvainout this dia*- 
taiicc away.

The blaze from such a largo bojif a on 
the plains of the dolta should havo been 
hoon in that frosty air from forty to fifty 
versts away, and, had the searchers been 
out, the probabilities aro that DoLong 
would have bean roccued. Tho river was 
open till October otli, as DeLong says in 
his riotcbook-. 'J"ho Lena's mouth near 
("loniovialck is veiy wide and very shal- 
low. It was frozen over .and broken up 
repeatedly from tho iimQ_ Mnlvillo and 
ids iwrty lauded to October blh.
